NEW YORK Good news: This year’s college graduates 
are being offered more jobs and fatter pay- 
checks. 

Members of the class of 2012 are be- 
ing offered median starting salaries 
of $42,569 —up 4.5 percent from 
last year, a new report from the 
National Association of Colleges 
and Employers shows. 

These employers have posted 15,767 job 
openings for college graduates this year 
up about 10 percent from the 14,341 that were 
posted for the class of 2011 and more than triple the 
mere 5,174 job postings for the class of 2010. 

But the competition is steep, with employers reporting 
that they have received nearly 33 applications for every job 
posting, up from 21 applications per posting last year. 



The major in highest demand is engineering, with 
69 percent of employers in that field saying they are hiring 
graduates. Business majors are next on the list, with 63 per- 
cent of employers hiring. Accounting, computer 
science and economics round out the top five 
most-desired majors. 

These also are the fields with the 
highest-paying jobs, according to a 
separate survey NACE conducted this 
year. Employers in each of these areas 
are paying median salaries above 
$40,000 to this year’s graduates. 
Engineering jobs pay the & 
most— with this year’s gradu- 
ates starting at a median salary of 
$58,581, which is relatively unchanged 
from last year. 

But even some of the jobs that don’t typically 
pay as well posted increases in salaries this year. Education- 
related salaries increased 4.5 percent to a median $37,423, 
while salaries in the communications field rose nearly 
4 percent to $40,022.

As if 20 -somethings didn’t have enough to worry about 
between mounting college costs, troubling economic con- 
ditions and dwindling job prospects. 

Now there’s a new wrinkle: Their wrinkles. 

The author of a new book about skin care recommends 
people in their 20s start getting preventive Botox to battle 
the onset of wrinkles. Some young adults already are fac- 
ing this concern head-on. 

About 375,000 Botox procedures were performed on 
adults ages 19-34 last year, U P about 1 percent from 2010, 
according to recent statistics from the American Society 
for Aesthetic Plastic Surgery, a plastic surgeons group. 

But one doctor says there’s no age by which adults need 
to get Botox. In fact, “no one ever needs Botox,” said Dr. Jill 
Weinstein, a clinical instructor of dermatology at North- 
western Memorial Physicians Group. She said potential 
patients need to sit down with dermatologists to deter- 
mine whether Botox is right for them. 

New York doctor Debra Jaliman, however, says if adults 
start getting Botox injections early they won’t have to un- 
dergo multiple procedures later to erase the appearance of 
lines. 

“If you’re someone who’s going to care about lines, start 
early,” said Jaliman, who wrote “Skin Rules: Trade Secrets 
from a Top New York Dermatologist,” which was released 
last month. 

Jaliman, 56, said she’s been using Botox for 20 years and 
she no longer gets shots of the drug, which typically costs 
about $375 for a single injection. 

She said her clients range in age from their mid-20s to 
their mid-8os, but those who have waited to tackle their 
lines face the need for rejuvenation such as microderm- 
abrasion and laser peels, which both remove the top layer 


of skin, in addition to the Botox. 

If young adults are not quite ready to cross the line to 
injectables, which have been popularized on shows from 
the “Real Housewives” franchise to “Keeping up with the 
Kardashians,” Jaliman said they need to look inward. 

A diet deficient in protein and a lack of exercise can 
negatively affect the youthful look of skin, Jaliman said. 
Also, worrywarts should avoid the sun and facial exercises, 
which she said do not reduce the appearance of wrinkles. 

“Y>ur skin is a reflection of your overall health,” she 
said. 

Weinstein agrees that sun protection is the No. 1 key to 
skin health. 

She said there are topical products with vitamins A and 
C that can improve the look of skin, but if a person is try- 
ing to get rid of deeper expression lines on their forehead, 
Botox probably is the way to go because it blocks nerves 
that affect muscle movement. 

“' You can’t undo the lines that are already there,” Wein- 
stein said. “You can just prevent them from getting deeper 
in the future.” 

Weinstein recommends potential patients meet with 
a dermatologist to discuss their concerns and what treat- 
ments would be the best course. Weinstein said she typi- 
cally sees patients in their 30s and 40s for Botox; those in 
their 20s are a rarity 

Still, there’s no way to draw a line between those who 
should or shouldn’t get Botox, she said. 

“It’s something you can’t generalize. Everyone is differ- 
ent. It depends on genetics, sun damage, the kind of skin 
you have,” said Weinstein, adding that Botox may be in or- 
der “if you’re at a point where you’re seeing lines of expres- 
sion and you don’t want them to get any worse.”

M-Rahm says city. Cubs in 
‘final stages’ of Wrigley deal

Mayor Emanuel on 'Tuesday declared he’s in 
the “final stages” of talks on a plan to reno- 
vate historic Wrigley Field, catching off-guard 
stakeholders from the North Side to City 
I Tall to Springfield. 

Lest too much hope spring eternal on the 
cusp of Opening Day all parties involved 
cautioned a deal isn’t imminent and several 
hurdles would have to be overcome, 

“The conversations have been produc- 
tive, but there is no agreement at this time,” 
Emanuel spokeswoman Sarah Hamilton said 
hours after the mayor made his comments. 

Emanuel in recent weeks has been push- 
ing the need to rebuild Chicago. But the is- 
sues at Wrigley have lingered tor years as two 
team owners have stressed the need to fix the 
crumbling ballpark and modernize amenities 
such as bathrooms, kitchens and concourses. 

Previous owner 'tribune Co. wanted the 
state to buy and fix Wrigley in 2007 when Rod 
Blagojevich was governor. That approach 
went nowhere, and details of the negotiations 
came out after the now-imprisoned ex-gover- 
nor was criminally charged. 

In late 2010, new Cubs Chairman Tom 
Ricketts struck out with his idea of using 
future gains in city and county ticket taxes 
to help pay for the stadium’s face-lift. That, 
Ricketts said, would allow the family to invest 
5 200 million to develop land near the ball- 
park into offices, restaurants and retail. 


That idea has been a non-starter with Eman- 
uel, and it didn’t appear much had changed 
Tuesday when the mayor was asked about the 
status of Wrigley talks ahead of Thursday’s 
season opener against Washington. 

“I will not put my money in their field so 


they can take their money and invest around 
the field and get greater economic value,” 
Emanuel said. 

But Emanuel didn’t shut the door on tax 
money being used in some fashion. Now the 
mayor and the Cubs are trying to strike a deal 


that would allow the team to use a portion of 
the amusement tax, along with money put up 
by the Rickettses, on the ballpark and devel- 
opment surrounding Wrigley according to a 
source familiar with the negotiations. 

The mayor wants the Ricketts family to 
put “some skin in the game,” and guarantee 
that the city will receive a base level of annual 
amusement taxes and get some public use 
out of the development, the source said. The 
owners agree to that in principle, according to 
the source.

Vandals damaqe cross 
at Bridgeport church

A copper cross that has stood at a Bridgeport 
Catholic parish since 1895 was vandalized 
overnight, police and the pastor said Tuesday: 

“It’s very shocking,” said the Rev Donald 
Craig, pastor of St. Mary of Perpetual Help 
Church in the 1000 block ofWest 32nd Street. 
“Crime occurs in every community but this is 
such a recognizable religious object. It’s very 
sacred.” 

Craig said he walked out of the church rec- 
tory around 7 a.m. to get the newspaper and 


discovered the nearly 7-foot cross “bent in half” 

The pastor said it’s possible the vandals 
were trying to steal the cross, which he valued 
at $2,000, but believes they simply intended 
to deface it. “If they were trying to steal it, it 
would be gone,” he said. “It’s all bent out of 
shape and punched in.” 

Craig said the incident is particularly dis- 
turbing because it occurred during Holy 
Week, the days leading up to Easter. The 
pastor said the cross will be blessed during a 
Good Friday service. 


The case of the caramel burn

Yogurt spokeswoman Jamie Lynn said. 

“But she went to another level and threw 
the hot caramel topping at our team leader 
and burned his arm.” 

Lynn said the “furious” woman ran from 
the shop and the 21-year-old worker followed, 
yelling that he was calling police and was plan- 
ning to press charges, Lynn said. 

On his way home about three hours later, 
he spotted the woman at a Blue Line “L’ sta- 
tion. 

She was arrested after a short chase with 
the help of the officers who were nearby, Lynn 
said.

TWISTERS HIT DALLAS 


D Tornadoes ripped through the Dallas- 
Fort Worth area Tuesday, tossing trac- 
tor-trailers like toys, forcing airlines to cancel 
flights and causing widespread damage to 
homes and other structures. 

Jonathan Cook said he was in a bank in 
south Fort Worth when the storm rolled in 
and he decided to leave. He went to a nearby 
gas station, where he ran into a friend whose 
window had been blown out and a National 
Weather Service worker with a radio who told 
them tornadoes were touching down nearby 
‘A girl said Took up.’ And there were two 
funnel clouds that touched down about an 
eighth of a mile up from us, and debris was fly- 


ing and we were trying to decide where to go. 

‘About that time, she said, Took behind 
us’— and a third tornado formed behind us but 
hadn’t touched down,” Cook said. ‘And about 
three minutes after that, the sirens started 
sounding.” 

CNN affiliate WFAA broadcast striking 
video of damage, showing tractor-trailers being 
lifted and turned through the air like match- 
sticks. Ominous clouds filled the skies, mak- 
ing it as dark as night. The network showed 
roofs of homes ripped off and trailers turned 
on their sides. 

One tornado was spotted on the ground five 
miles east of downtown Dallas, the National

“It’s extensive damage,” said Tiara Richard, 
a spokeswoman for Arlington police. No major 
injuries had been reported, she said.

Not long ago, Rose was an 
NBA youth whose team needed furious 
finishes to even sniff the postseason. 

Now the Bulls are favorites, staring down 
the standings at the Heat, Magic, Celtics 
and the rest of the conference. And in their 
final 11 regular-season games, they play all of 
their likely East playoff opponents, with two 
games against New York, one each against 
Boston and Indiana, and two against the 
team’s personal Pistons, Miami. 

What makes Miami such a worthy obstacle 
for the Bulls is, curiously the same element 
that makes me doubt the Heat’s champion- 
ship credentials: LeBron James, that imposing 
basketball mutant with arms stretching from 
South Beach to the Mag Mile. 

Can Miami win a title if its MVP flakes in 
the fourth quarter? It’s doubtful. And yet, for 
all ofjames’ late-game offensive struggles, 
it was his defense on Rose in last year’s 
playoffs, particularly in the fourth game, that 
ended the Bulls’ season. 

Every time I’ve watched these two men 
this year I’ve come away thinking, “LeBron 
can’t do it late. And that is Rose’s time!” 

Yet even when James’ head isn’t all there, 
his ungodly arms remain. 

The Bulls have now played 11 straight 
games without Rose, winning seven. Impres- 
sive, yes, but that won’t work in the playoffs, 
not in the first two rounds and definitely not 
against Miami. LeBron is the mountain our 
star must scale.

What’s your mindset at the moment? 

I imagine the attention has to be a little 
overwhelming.

it happened. I interviewed myself count- 
less times and sang to audiences when really 
there was nobody there. It’s not as though I 
thought I knew what was all going to happen, 
but I conceived it so vividly at the time ... 
that it seems like I built up enough energy to 
where it had no choice but to happen. It was 
never this thing where I thought I had this 
fantastic, glorious ability I still don’t. At best 
I’m a pretty good singer, an OK lyricist and 
a [bleep] musician. But I do have a very clear 
vision of how I want things to sound and how 
I want things to look. I think I’m a credible 
artist, but like all things I think it’s more 
hype than anything, personally 

Is it surreal to be on the same label as Adele? 

I suppose it is, but when I think about 
the trajectory and the stuff that I’ve been 
through, then not really It’s no more surreal 
than all the other stuff that’s happened. 

What was your life like at this time last year? 

My girlfriend had just broken up with me and 
... I was on my way to Chicago, crying on the 
airplane. When I got back to my grandmoth- 
er’s house, for dramatic effect I suppose, it 
was raining. That summer was probably the 
worst summer of my life. I couldn’t find a job. 
I couldn’t sleep by myself, really I couldn’t 
listen to the radio. I couldn’t listen to music. 
Everything reminded me of Jessica. It was 
just bleak. 


How did you pull yourself out of that funk? 

I didn’t, really I had this little Schwinn bike 
that I keep being photographed with, and 
I’d ride that all over Chicago. I was never 
the type to ride really fast anyway, and I had 
nothing but time. I’d go to this abandoned 
warehouse on 22nd and Ashland ... and drink 
beer and eat whatever it was my grand- 
mother had fixed in aTupperware bowl. But 
eventually I ended up trying out for “The 
X-Factor.” I think this was last summer, if 
I’m not mistaken. I got four yes votes and 
they sent me to Pasadena, Calif. I went out 
there, [bleeped] it up ... and came back into 
town. To make matters even stranger, my 
ex-girlfriend called out of the blue and we 
started talking again and things started going 
up, up, up, up. 

Do you ever regret putting your phone num- 
ber out in public? (Beal’s number is available 
on his official site, and he used to post it on 
fliers he distributed around Chicago.) 

No, I don’t. There have been times I was 
feeling bad and someone would call and tell 
me they were feeling bad and tell me to sing 
them a song. I’d sing them a song and they’d 
tell me they were feeling better. ... A guy from 
Greece called me ... and he was telling me 
about what a hard time he was having. You 
want to talk about surreal. That was surreal. 
Not being on the same label as Adele.

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Minaj reloads— and 
almost hits bull’s-eye

No, Nicki Minaj still hasn’t made an album 
that consistently brandishes her best asset. 
(Not that one, dude.) 

I’m fine with that. 

Of course, it would be great if Minaj 
uncorked the jaw-dropping skills flashed in 
guest spots on Kanye West’s “Monster” for 
an entire record. In its most exhilarating 
moments, her flow sounds like a rap roller 
coaster with a mad scientist running the 
controls. 

Still, “Pink Friday: Roman Reloaded” lands 
closer to the center of the target than its 
predecessor, “Pink Friday” As if wanting to 
make sure people don’t accuse her of skewing 
too closely toward radio-friendly R&B such 
as the boring “Pink Friday” single “Right 
Thru Me,” “Roman Reloaded” opens with a 
six-track stream of crazy 

Minaj’s vocal dexterity skips over beats 
both banging (“Roman Holiday”) and squeak- 
ing (“HOY Lane,” which resembles Childish

Gambino’s “Bonfire” while she raps about 
tipping “big-booty strippers”). Yet the album 
should almost be divided into suites, since 
the next few tracks signify a downshift into 
dry R&B flavors (“Champion” with Nas, 
Drake and Young Jeezy, “Right By My Side” 
with Chris Brown) and sexual boasting (“Sex 
in the Lounge”) that already sounds crass and 
derivative before Lil Wayne guests. 

The disc’s back half mostly turns into a 
Britney album, albeit one featuring a few 
killer verses (such as the centerpiece of the 
otherwise childish “Whip It”) and subject 
matter more explicit but no more complex. 

A maneater with an occasional streak of 
vulnerability Minaj doesn’t have much to say 



(even on “Marilyn Monroe,” another person 
experienced with a variety of contrasting 
personalities and intense public opinion), but 
awesomely irresistible cuts such as “Star- 
ships,” “Pound the Alarm” and “Va Va Voom” 
represent pure dance floor domination, 
regardless of who’s on the mic. 

The rapper’s absurd performance of “Ro- 


man Holiday” at the Grammys showed she 
shouldn’t try to be a dramatic sibling to Lady 
Gaga. Minaj’s voice and vocal gymnastics 
achieve more than outrageous costumes, 
theatrical storylines and high-priced cameos 
ever will. Hope that one day she owns an en- 
tire album; for now, just enjoy how she owns

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All-American Rejects 
are OK with growing up

After a decade of carefree, feel-good pop- 
rock, the All-American Rejects are growing 
up and embracing their softer side in their 
new album, “Kids In The Street.” 

Despite io years of making music and tour- 
ing together, it wasn’t until recording this 
fourth album that the Oklahoma quartet— 
frontman Tyson Ritter, drummer Chris Gay- 
lor and guitarists Mike Kennerty and Nick 
Wheeler— finally learned their identity as 
individuals and as a band. 

“This {album} is definitely the bravest thing 
we’ve done, but it’s also the first time we felt 
brave enough to do it,” Wheeler said. 

“Kids In The Street” sees the Rejects move 
away from the carefree pop-rock sound of 
their past three albums, reserving their trade- 
mark sound only for the record’s cheeky lead 
single, “Beekeeper’s Daughter,” and the coun- 
try-rock inspired “Walk Over Me.” 

The rest of the album marks a coming of 
age for the band, especially frontman Ritter, 
27, who drew on his own relationships and 
life experiences on tracks such as “Bleed Into 
Your Mind,” “I For You,” and the second sin- 
gle, “Kids In The Street.” 

“That reflection really brought back 
my identity of who I am, as a man who has 
crossed that 25 mark,” he said. “The quarter- 
life crisis is something I think can cripple us 
all, but to find out what life’s about, you have 
to go through it.” 

The band has recruited a few other artists 
for the album, including British singer Mika 
on “Heartbeats Slowing Down” and fellow 
Oklahoma musician Audra Mae on three of 
the tracks including “Fast & Slow” But they 
dislike the current trend of musicians col- 
laborating for what they feel are purely com-

mercial purposes. 

“We found a couple of really unique voices 
that had a home on those songs, and it was 
because we come through a lot of people, 
and unfortunately we’ve picked the ones that 
aren’t your Taylor Swifts, but they’re great tal- 
ents,” said Wheeler, 31. 

Added Ritter: “We’re into something that 
we believe. And when the opportunity arises 
where we believe in the collaboration, then 
we’ll embrace it wholeheartedly” 

The All-American Rejects emerged into 
the music scene at a time when the main- 
stream industry was dominated by alternative 
rock bands such as Limp Bizkit, Blink 182, 
The Offspring and Sum 41. 

The Rejects, however, have maintained 
a steady output of music and tours, produc- 
ing a new record every few years and finding 
themselves with a hit single from each of their 
albums— 20 02’s “Swing, Swing,” “Dirty Little 
Secret” from the 2005 record “Move Along” 
and “Gives You Hell” from their 2008 album 
“When the World Comes Down.” 

With more than 2.3 million fans on Face- 
book and 52,000 followers on Twitter, All- 
American Rejects have built a steady fan base 
on social media but are hesitant to expose 
themselves completely. 

“We didn’t start this because we wanted to 
open up our personal lives,” Ritter said, “we 
just wanted to open up our hearts in our songs 
and that should be good enough.”

“Hopefully, the goal for Erin is to make her 
like a Kathy Ireland, someone to turn things 
into a brand,” Brown says. Or, perhaps, anoth- 
er Northern Illinois native.

Can the world handle 
more Titanic’ tears?

In the late 1990s, a peculiar global fever broke 
out. Boys in Afghanistan began cutting their 
hair like Leonardo DiCaprio, girls in Japan 
held parties to weep together while listening 
to “My Heart Will Go On” and cruise line 
staffers had to keep peeling adventuresome 
passengers from the bows of their ships. 

The whole world, it seemed, needed a good 
cry— and found it in the movie “Titanic,” 
James Cameron’s extravagant retelling of the 
luxury ocean liner’s 1912 sinking. After its 1997 
premiere, “Titanic” sailed on to gross $1.8 bil- 
lion globally, a record that would not be sur- 
passed at the box office for 12 years— until 
Cameron’s 2009 3-D fantasy ‘Avatar.” 

On Wednesday, “Titanic” is returning to 
theaters, this time in 3-D, in the U.S. and more 
than 100 other countries. In re-releasing his 
romantic disaster epic, Cameron is courting a 
broad audience of nostalgia-driven adults and 
fans who were too young to see “Titanic” on 
the big screen the first time around. 

“Titanic” foreshadowed many trends in 
Hollywood— its then-jaw-dropping $208 mil- 
lion production budget and global box office 
reach have since become standard among stu- 
dios making fewer and costlier films with an 
eye toward international audiences. 

“We knew a film that played worldwide was 
critically important,” Cameron said last week 
by phone, of whom he had in mind when writ- 


ing “Titanic,” which centers on a privileged 
17-year-old girl (Kate Winslet) who falls for an 
artistic drifter (DiCaprio) against the back- 
drop of history’s grandest nautical tragedy 
Its themes of young love, class difference and 
courage in the face of disaster— not to mention 
the meticulously re-created spectacle of the 
ship’s sinking— appealed to a wide audience. 

“I guess I write in a way that critics who 
don’t like me consider cliche, but audiences 
who do like me consider archetypes that they 
can invest in,” added Cameron, who was in 
Tokyo for the Japanese premiere of “Titanic 
3D.” “I like relatively simple messages that are 
served up in lavish visuals. I don’t want to be 
obscure about what I’m trying to say Film- 
making is an instinctive process. You try to 
make a good movie and if it plays, it plays.” 

Fifteen years ago, “Titanic” played ... and 
played ... and played. In the U.S., the movie 
held the No. 1 spot at the box office for 15 con- 
secutive weeks— a record that still stands — 
and earned 11 Academy Awards. 

“Titanic 3D” will not likely reach the box of- 
fice heights of the film’s initial release— indus- 
try analysts expect it to open at $25 million to 
$30 million in the U.S. But the movie will serve 
as a strong test case for the business model of 
3-D re-releases, in which studios convert their 
catalog titles for stereoscopic viewing— often 
for about $10 million— and market them as a 
new cinema-going experience.

Amid rumors that Kristen Wiig is leaving 
“Saturday Night Live” at the end of this 
season, the show’s team has been audition- 
ing female comedians, including The Second 
City e.t.c. cast member Jessica Joy who’s 
been making a name for herself in the cur- 
rent production, “Sky’s the Limit (Weather 
Permitting).” 

Although she did not receive an offer from 
the “SNL’ team at the conclusion of her audi- 
tion in March, the Cleveland native— who 
moved to Chicago in 2005 to study at The 
Second City Training Center, began working 
on touring company and cruise ship produc- 
tions in 2007 and joined the e.t.c. cast a year 
ago— is set to leave the cast when “Sky’s the 
Limit” closes Sunday to pursue opportunities 
in New York. We called her to catch up. 


You’ve gotten great reviews in “Sky’s the 
Limit.” What’s your favorite segment to do in 
that show? 

This song that I wrote with our musical di- 
rector called “Questions.” It’s based on some 
of the weird thoughts that I have and it’s ba- 
sically just a song that I sing before I’m about 
to die. My favorite ones are, “Why did I work 
out so hard to get a body like Britney Spears 
when I just could have waited for hers to get 
all {bleepy}?” And then I also have, “Is there 
a heaven for atheists where we can watch the 
Christians at the moment they realize that 
there’s no heaven?” 

What was required at the “SNL” audition? 

They give you a week’s notice and you have 
to do five minutes of original characters and 
then celebrity or political impressions. 

Your celebrity impressions? 

I did Fiona Apple, January Jones and Sofia 
Vergara. 



Did you create an original character for the 
audition? 

During Second City rehearsals — they call 
it process— we try out completely different 
things every night and we just churn out so 
much material in three months that I had 
a stack of unused bits. So I used a couple of

those. One was actually a two-person scene 
I wrote {about} a racist ventriloquist who 
forces all of the really awful racist punchlines 
on his dummy And then the dummy gets 
increasingly uncomfortable. When we did it 
in process, I was the dummy and my friend 
Michael was the ventriloquist and I end up 
killing him because I can’t stand to be made 
to look like a racist. But I realize after I’ve 
killed my ventriloquist that I can’t move. 
{Laughs.} So I borrowed an actual ventrilo- 
quist’s dummy and just made it a one-person 
scene. 

Did they give you feedback? 

More than likely when they’re interested in 
you, you’re asked to stay and talk to Lome 
Michaels and I wasn’t, so I knew right away 
— I’m like, “OK, they’re not considering me 
right now but they know who I am now” 


What was it like to work on “The Playboy 
Club?” 

You know, I’ve been a fan of the Playboy 
brand for awhile, specifically their early ’60s 
times, after seeing “Mad Men” and all the 
other ’6os-style shows. And I thought it was 
a cool take on that era because it was about 
girls who were breaking out of all that— you 
know, the first kind of feminists coming out. 
I had heard rumblings about people signing 
nudity contracts so I was like, “I’m just going 
to go and if it ever gets to that point, then I’ll 
address it.” 

Did it? 

No. My character was one of the bunnies 
who was working her way through medical 
school. There was a whole scene where I was 
describing to the girls something I’d done 
in school that day I loved the scene and I 
thought it was interesting. And that’s the 
thing that people I think got carried away 
with about “The Playboy Club.” {Laughs.} It 
seemed like the last thing it was about was 
sex. Everyone was very covered up. Those 
outfits were super-tight but they sucked you 
in; they made you look great. It was just a 
colorful, fun show

Cure inbox overload

Remember when it was a thrill to hear “you’ve 
got mail”? Now, sales pitches, alerts, receipts 
and newsletters clog inboxes and clutter 
minds. 

“It’s a universal pain point,” said Michael 
Kennedy, a technology entrepreneur and at- 
torney ‘About 70 percent of email that goes 
into someone’s email box is transactional now 
That’s not spam. People are commercial be- 
ings. You want to participate, you want to get 
the deal.” 

But even if you’ve opted in, you don’t want 
to sift through hundreds of commercial mes- 
sages each morning to get to the one where 
your boss asked you to stop by— an hour ago. 

That’s why Kennedy and his business part- 
ners founded ZigMail, a free email service he 
describes as “your online transactional iden- 
tity.” 

“It’s not to replace your current email, it 
works with it,” Kennedy said. 

You create an account, then run a scan of 
a primary email box. ZigMail identifies your 
transactional messages— basically “anything 
that isn’t a conversation,” Kennedy said— and 


asks if you want to migrate them. Thereaf- 
ter, they’re transferred automatically ^You can 
check your ZigMail inbox when you’re ready 

“It benefits both the retailer and the con- 
sumer,” Kennedy said. “The retailer’s message 
can get heard when people want to hear it.” 

ZigMail sorts emails into six buckets: “shop- 
ping and catalogs,” “receipts and records,” 
“time-sensitive offers,” “notices and alerts,” 
personal interest” and “miscellaneous,” which 
is where a personal email would land. The 
buckets simplify comparison-shopping and 
record-keeping. 

Though all emails are archived, only mes- 
sages that have arrived in the last 24 hours are 
displayed when you sign in, for two reasons: 
Users are daunted by a “you have 570 un- 
read messages” greeting, and the subject line 
sometimes provides all the information that’s 
needed. 

The service is supported by ads, which 
Kennedy promises are unobtrusive— “it’s not 
NASCAR,” he said— and targeted to inter- 
ests that ZigMail surmises by the emails you 
receive. A digest of the day’s offers is sent to 
your primary email.
